Think -of. the thou- 
sands.of students in Canton— 
makers of homes—and remember 
we are not doing this work just 
because ‘we should be missionaries 
but because they are living human 
beings.” 

Rev. W. Rogers, after. expres- 
sing thanks for his election . as 
vice-chairman, éndorsed tho © re- 
marks of His Lordship and offered 
to take a party to Canton for a 
week-end and bring members of 
the V.D.M.A. into closer touch 
with. the actual work. He also 
appealed for greater monetary 
assistance for missionary work.

Hot 
temper is the attribute of the
